VOTES PASSED 


ANNUAL ADJOURNED TOWN MEETING. 


Pursuant to adjournment and e¢all, the legal voters of the Town assem- 
bled in the Town Hall, on Monday, October 14, at 9 o’clock, a.m., for the 
reading of the Reports of the Selectmen and the completion of the unfinish- 
ed business.

Voted, 'That the reports of the Selectmen, Town Treasurer, and other 
Town Officers be accepted as printed and placed on record. 

Voted, That the petition from the Woodmont Association relative to 
the appropriation of money tv be expended within the corporate limits be 
referred to the Board of Selectmen, with instructions to treat them with 
courtesy and consideration. 

Voted, To indefinitely postpone the petition of Luther Hine and others 
relative to the opening of a street from Clark street, near the house of O. L. 
Nettleton to Spring street. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to expend the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500) in concrete walks at Woodmont, under same condi- 
tions as heretofore. . 

Voted,. That the Selectmen be, and are hereby authorized to make a 
survey, map and layout of the roads and streets at Woodmont as asked in 
the petition presented, and repert such layouts to any Town Meeting, regu- 
larly warned and called for the purpose of taking action thereon. 

Voted, hat the report of the Selectmen relative to the roads and streets 
at Walnut Beach be accepted, and that the layout of the same be adopted, 
and placed on record. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be, and are hereby authorized to have a sur- 
vey made of the southern part of Woodmont, not included in the ‘‘original 
map,’”’ and have map made of same to be attached to ‘‘original map”’ in 
Post Office at Woodmont. 

Voted, That the care and improvement of the highways for the ensuing 
year be left in charge of the Selectmen.

Voted, That the care of the Public Parks, be left in charge of the Select 
men, they to remove all dead trees, and set out new ones where needed. 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized and directed to cut the brush 
on the highways in conformity to the statutes. 


Voted, That the sum of three thousand dolJars ($3,000) be, and the 
sum is hereby appropriated from the taxes payable June 1, 1902, for the pur- 
pose of providing a special fund to be used for the construction of a new 
consolidated school building; and 


Voted, That the Treasurer is hereby directed to place such fund in 
savings banks at interest until the same is wanted for said school building. 


Voted, That the sum of five hundred dollars (#500) be appropriated for 
the care of the Milford Cemetery for the ensuing year, said sum to be paid 
over to the Treasurer of the Milford Cemetary Association for the above pur- 
pose. 


Voted, That no person shall takeand carry away inany One valendar day 
more than two bushels of oysters from that part of Indian River, known as 
‘(Gulf Pond,’’ nor from Wepowage River, and no oysters shall be taken from 
the Gulf Pond nor from the Wepowage River, between the first day of May 
and the first day of October. Any person convicted of violating this by-law 
may be fined not to exceed ten dollars ($10). 


Voted, This by-law shall take effect from the first day of December 
next, and the Selectmen shall cause to be published a notice of the vote ac- 
cording to Section 136, Chapter XXIII, of the General Statutes, and also 
shall post notices according to their discretion at the Gulf, and 


Voted, That the Selectmen be appointed an Oyster Committee, to see 
to the enforcement of this by-law. 


Voted, That the report of the Board of Assessors for 1900, for re-assess- 
ing the real estate of the Town of Milford be accepted, and that we recom- 
mend that the present Board of Assessors and Board of Relief adopt said re- 
assessment as a basis of valuation for the ensuing year. 


Voted, That the Tax Collector receive the sum of four hundred dollars 
($400) for his services for the ensuing year, the same to be paid to him pro 
rata as he collects, and no final settlement to be made with him by the 
Selectmen, until the sums in said book shall have been collected or the same 
shall have been abated by the Selectmen. 


Foted, That the sum of eight hundred and fifty dollars ($850) be paid 
the First Selectman and Town Agent for the ensuing year, as salary for ser- 
vices rendered. 


Voted, That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) be appropriated 
for concrete walks to be expended within the limits of the Town, exclusive 
of Woodmont, under the direction and control of the Selectmen, on same 
conditions as heretofore. 


Voted, That the sum of one hundred and eighty-five dollars ($185) be 
appropriated for the care of the Milford Cemetery and fifty dollars ($50) for

the care af St. Mary’s Cemetery for the ensuing year, and that the care of 
the Milford Cemetery be left in the hands of the Milford Cemetery Associa. 
tion, with power to appoint a Sexton for the same. 

Voted, That the Selectmen are hereby directed to keep the expenses of 
the Town within its income, and that the appropriation be cut pro rata, if 
it is necessary to do so. 

Voted, ‘That the sum of seven thousand, five hundred dollars ($7,500) 
be, and the same is hereby appropriated for the care of the bridges, high- 
ways and sluices for the ensuing year. 

Voted, That the sum of fifty dollars ($50) be appropriated for Memo- 
rial day. 

Voted, That the Town of Milford reimburse the State Law and Order 
League, in the sum of fifty-four dollars ($54 for services rendered the Town 
in bringing law breakers to justice in the year 1900. 

Voted, That a sum not to exceed two hundred dollars($200) be appro- 
priated, to be expended under the direction of the Selectmen, in the preven- 
tion and detection of crime, in the Town of Milford, during the ensuing 
year. 

Voted, That the road from the corner of Gulf street by St. Mary’s 
church, east, be a portion of the road to mdbe acadamize this ensuing year, 
with the approval of the Highway Commissioner and the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) be appropriated for 
paying the Assessors for re-assessing the Town. 

Voted, That the Selectmen give attention to the matter of drainage on 
the highway near the residence of Hezekiah Clark. 

Yoted, That a tax of eight (8) *mills on the dollar, be, and is hereby 
laid on the Grand List of 1901, said tax to be due and payable June 1, 1902.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


For the year ending Sept. 15, 1902. 


PRINCIPAL’S REPORT. 
Gentlemen : 

During the past year the work in the different departments of the 
public schools has progressed satisfactorily. You have been apprised of the 
details of the Same from time to time by the Acting School Visitors, and 
they need not here be repeated. . 

Iam happy to say that the attendance has been better than for the 
year previous, and yet there is room for improvement. If all parents were 
as careful in regard to the attendance of their children as are some, absen- 
teeism would pe reduced to the minimum, and would seldom occur except 
for sickness or some other equally imperative cause. 

Our plan of work for the year has been the same as for the year pre- 
ceding, and I am happy to say that the teachers have all cooperated with 
me in carrying out the same. 

No changes were madein our teaching force during the year, and 
consequently no inconvenience was experienced from this source. The 
roster of the teachers for the coming year shows some changes, but as they 
take effect at the beginning of the year, the work will suffer no interrup- 
tion. Miss Edith 8. Roswell is promoted from Seventh Grade to the posi- 
tion made vacant by the failure of Miss Simmons to accept a reappoint- 
ment, and Miss Martha H. Clark is promoted from the Fifth Grade to the 
Seventh Grade. The vacancy thus caused in the Fifth Grade is filled by 
appointment of Miss Mable A. Wilhelmy. 

The change in date of graduation from April to June gave us the 
short term in which to review the year’s work, and also to make beginnings 
upon the work of the succeeding year, but for obvious reasons no change _ 
was necessitated in the general plan of yearly work. 

As will be seen by further consulting this report, the class which 
graduated in June was one of the largest in the history of the school. ‘This 
was very gratifying, for with the educational advantages here offered, our 
classes shou!d continue to increase in numbers. For those who wish to en- 
ter business pursuits our course is admirably well adapted, while it shortens 
by one or two years the time of preparation necessary for those who wish to 
enter the Academic or Scientific Departments of College. 

As was predicted in last year’s report the number of pupils which it 
has been necessary for us to accommodate in the Central school because of 
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the closing of the North Auxiliary has in no way inconvenienced us, thus - 
proving the wisdom of the Board in the course pursued. 

The Department of Music was under the supervision of Mr. Richard 
B. Lyon during the year, and good work was accomplished,—the addi- 
tional time allowed by the Board proving of great advantage. 

Such recommendations as I may desire to make relative to the work 
of the coming year will be communicated at the various meetings of the 
Board, and need not be included in this report.

REPORT OF THE ACTING SCHOOL VISITORS, MILFORD, CONN. 
For the year ending September 15, 1902. 


To the Board of Hducation, Milford, Conn : 


Gentlemen :—The foregoing report of your Principal is Aeuettael and 
forwarded in due course to the Town of Milford. The Acting School Visi- 
tors have verified it by personal observation throughout the year, and en- 
dorse it both as to teachers, scholars and all incidentals. 

The Commencement and Class Day exercises were, as usual, credita- 
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ble, and the change in the school year from Graduation Day in April to 
June, has put the beginning of the Fall opening so as to run with the cur. 
rent school year from now on. This promises to work out advantageously, 
and the extra time enjoyed by the last year’s classes was by no means lost 
from an educational standpoint. 


Pursuing matters we have touched upon in former reports incidental 
to better school facilities, we now desire to call the attention of the town 
fathers and mothers to some interesting statistics which relate to our own 
position as a town among the other 168 inclusive in Connecticut. 


(1) As to population, Milford with 3,783 inhabitants stands 43 among 
the 168 towns of Connecticut. 

(2) The valuation of its property, $1,830,287 niga it 49 among pe 
168. 

‘8) It holds the same place, 49th, among the townsin the order de. 
termined by the amounts received, #1, 698. 75, from the State aise for 
schools. 

(4) It also holds this place, 49 in 168, as determined by the enum- 
eration of its children, 755, between the age of 4 and 16 years. 

(5) As tothe cost, $10.84, per child as reckoned on the basis of enum- 
eration however, w2 stand way dowa to 103th, and thus are expanding less 
than half the amount that West Hartford, $27.19, devotes to her children’s 
welfare. Of course, West Hartford is about twice as rich per valuation of 
property, but has much less help from the state, $1,480.50, to our $1,698.75; 
and a smaller enumeration, 658 to our 755, with 21 teachers against our 15. 
To hold our proper rank we should expend about $15.00 per child enum- 
erated, or some $12,000 without considering it expensive above the average. 

(6) In the matter of average attendance in our public schools, 450, 
we hold our average rank, to wit, 48, or about 60 per cent.; West Hatford 
coming next as 49th, and we, probably, graduating this year our largest 
class. 

(7) Our rank as determined by cost per scholar, $17,90, on the basis 
of averaged attendance is likewise way down, 118th, and beyond the Mason 

and Dixon dine of expense, relatively speaking. Whereas that of West 
Hartford is $38.18, or more than double, and consequently, to use a collo- 
quial phrase, quite up to the musical ‘'G’’. 

(8) Among the 168 towns of this state, we stand 47th, which is yet one 
up above 48, and 49 probably our proper place, as determined by actual reg- 
istration, 682, in the schools, against our actual enumeration, 755, in the 
township, and probably many of the missing children are in attendance at 
private schools. 

Thus, we are manifestly below our place, both in the cost per scholar 
enumerated, and in that of actual attendance, and must have been so for 
years, because of lack of facilities paid for by the public, which circum- 
stance, in that we have not expended what we might, could and should 
have done, would seem to imply that our community really owes all of the 
accumulated savings, or difference, to the bonding and building of a better 
plant for educational purposes. 
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Now, all this is in keeping with the annual reports of this Board and 
its Acting School Visitors during recent years. We have persistently called 
attention to the growing need of better material facilities. We have, as a 
community, been blessed with excellent teachers, and of course, we are way 
above the average in that blessed home production, children, who have 
done credit to the town. But all this has been at a relatively wasteful 
expenditure of energy, and a somewhat parsimonious policy of hesitancy to 
live up to our responsibility to our own children, and perhaps induce others 
to settle amongst us and swell the town’s various lists. 

There are 19 great town in Connecticut. The next class contains 56, » 
whose grand list is between one and five millions of dollars. In this second 
class we stand well up in most of the educational factors enumerated, but 
the statistics to the credit of some of our juniors in age, for Milford has an 
ancient record, and in enumeration, and Milford should have a larger one, 
seem to invite serious consideration and suggest new duties, or the assump- 
tion of old ones.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN HEALTH OFFICER 


For the year ending Aug. 31, 1902. 


To the Town of Milford: 


The following diseases have been Popo the past year. 

Measels, three cases. 

Scarlet Parse two cases. 

Diphtheria, eleven cases. Hach case was of mild form and yielded 
easily to treatment. Antitoxin was used in some of the cases. In one or 
two cases the attending physician Was in doubt as to the disease, so he had 
a bacteriological or microscopical examination made of the throat deposit. 
which showed the case to be one of diphtheria, which is a very wise course, 
in that way protecting other members of the family and the community. 

Typhoid Fever, eleven cases. Notin any of the cases was the source 
of the disease fully Eooc The water of several wells were examined, but 
in only one was the colon baccilus found, which without doubt was the 
cause of one of the cases. One case developed soon after being at the 
Buffalo exposition, where typhoid fever was known to prevail. AJl water 
should be boiled if there is the least doubt as to its purity. 

Every case of Pulmonary Comsumption occuring in the Town is 
reported to the Health Officer, so that a record of the number of cases can 
be obtained and advice given by the attending physician or others to burn 
all sputum and disinfect continually, and the law requires that after a death 
the house shall be disinfected the same as in other contagious diseases. 

Nuisances, number of complaints, eighteen; several abated without 
complaint. 

The disposal of Garbage and Sewerage is the same as in the past. 

No public provision for contagious cases. 

The sanitary condition of the school houses and other public build- 
ings is fair. All of the school houses have been inspected. 

The water supply is good; the majority of the people use the public 
water. ~The ice ponds are in good condition. 

I have no personal knowledge of the methods used by the milkmen. 
I have never received any complaint regarding the milk, and do not know 
of any disease that could be traced to the milk supply.

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REPORT OF THE TAYLOR LIBRARY, 


For the year ending Sept. 1, 1902. 


To the Town of Milford: 

I herewith submit the eight annuai report of the Taylor Library for 
the year ending September 1, 1902. 

The circulation of the library during the past year has been 33,088 
volumes. During the year ending September 1, 1901, the circulation had 
been 33,836 volumes, showing that 756 more books were drawn from the 
library during the year 1901, than in the year 1902. 

Perhaps this loss in circulation may be accounted for from the fact 
that during the last year, the association has required each non-resident per- 
son drawing books to deposit one dollar with the librarian to secure the 
library against loss from books not being returned, which money was re- 
turned upon their returning all books drawn and delivering to the librarian 
their cards. 

Past experience taught the association that some rule must be adopted 
to protect the library from loss of books from persons who were temporarily 
in town and either through forgetfulness or neglect, would leave town with- 
out returning the books which they had drawn. 

The monthly circulation of books during the past year has been as

During the year the library received from the State 126 volumes, and 
from the United States government 42 volumes. It has also received by 
gifts from private persons 109 volumes. 

The total number of volumes in the library at the close of the Beat! 
was 9,878 volumes. 
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There has been issued since the last report 120 new cards, making a 
total of 2,022 cards issued by the association, and there are now outstanding 
about 1,800 cards. 

The librarian has received from the sale of catalogues and fines, the 
sum of $55.06, which was paid over by him to the treasury of the associa- 
tion. 

The reading room has been supplied with newspapers and periodicals 
the same as in former years and has been visited by many persons daily. 

Mr. W. S. Chase has performed the duties of librarian and janitor 
and has been paid a salary of $500.00. He has also performed extra services 
during the year for which the association voted him the further sum of 
$00.00. 

There has been no extra expenses during the year and all bills against 
the library have been paid. 

I herewith attach the Treasurer’s report.
